PREAMBLE 

The I>eparlH^ of Defense of the United States of America and the Ministry of Defense of 
Lebanon* hereinafter referred to as the Parties, desiring to further the interoperability, readiness, 
-and-dleo^^ inspect! ve military forces thtough increased logistic cooperation, haw 

resolved to conclude this Acquisition and Orc^-Servfcing Agreeaietit ffiie Agreement). 



ARTICLE L PURPOSE 

This Agreement is entered into for the purpose of establishing basic terms* conditions, and 
pmcetoes to fiuciliWe the reciprocal provision of logistic support* supplies, and services as that 
torn is defined in Article III of this Agreement 



ARTICLE It APPLICABILITY 

1 . This Agreement is designed to fteilitate i^iproeal logistic support between the Parties to 
be used primarily during combined exercises, training, deployments, operations, or other 
cooperative efforts, and for unforeseen circumstances or exigencies in which one of the Parties 
may have a need for logistic support, supplies, and services. 

2. This Agreement applies to the provision of logistic support, supplies, ami services from 
the military forces of one Party to the military forces of the other Patty In return for either cash 
payment or the reeiprocal provision of logistic support, supplies, and services to the military 
farces of the Supplying Party. 

1 All activities of the Parties under this Agreement and any Implementing An»geme«t$ 
shall be came*! out in B®wr4mm with their respective nations* laws and i^plations. All 
obligations of the Parties under this Agreement and any Implementing Arrangements shall he 
subject to the availability of funds for such purpo$e$, Unless otherwise agreed in advance, a 



Party shall not place an Order and receive support under this Ajp^eemeat and any Implementing 
Aitmgenasnt liiil^s it has tods (or ap^i-apOTi in-kind support) available lo pay for such 
support If a Party dissevers that it does not have the tods to perform its cMigaticte* it shall 
promptly notify the other Party who shall have the right to discontinue its provision of my 
support that wis to he paid with such funds. This shall not affect the obligation of a Party to pay 
for support already received, 

4. The following items are not eligible for transfer under this Agreement and are specifically 
eEdnded fern its coverage: 

a. weapon systems; 

b. major end items of equipment {except for the lease or loan of general purpose vehicles 
and otto ftoniefhal items of militajyequipnent where such lease or loan is |nstmi^ 
national laws and regulations of the Parties); 

c„ initial quantities of r^to«ient and spare parti associated with the initial older of 
major items of organizational equipment; however, individual replacement and spare parts 
needed for iiiim*^ and maintenance services may he tMsfered 

5. Also e&cluded ftom transfer by cither Party under this Agreement are any item the 
transfer of which are prohibited by its national laws or regulations. In accordance with US* law 
and regulation, the United States may not Gmvmtiy trmsfm the following items under this 
Agreement; 

a. guided missiles; 

E naval mines and torpedoes; 

a nuclear ammunition (including such items such as warheads, warhead sections, 
projectiles* demolition munitions, and training ammunition; 

& cartridge and propellam-actuated devices; 

e* chaff and chaff dispensers; 

£ guidance kits for bombs or offlier ammunition; 

g. chemical munitions or ammunition (other than riot-control agents); 

h> source, byproduct, or special nuclear materials, or any other material, article, data, or 
thing of value the transit of which is siibjeet to the Atomic Inergp Act of 1954 (Title 42, United 
States Code, Section 201 1 , .eL feq. ); 

i. items of military equipment designated as Signilciint Military Equipment on the 
United States Munitions List (Part 121 of Title 22 of the U.S. Code of Federal Relations) not 
included in the definition of logistic support* supplies and service. 



ARTICLE UL DEFINITIONS 



1 . As used in this Agreement and in any teiplaf»eiitiiig Arrang^nents which provide 
specific procedures, the following definitions apply: 

a. Equal val ue exchange , Payment for a transfer conducted under this Agreement in 
which it is agreed that the Receiving Party ^Wl replace logistic supfwDrt, supplies, aid services 
that it fwdivcs with logistic si^port, supplies, and service of mi «*pai n*onetiuy value, 

& I mplementing Arrangement. A written supplemental arra ng ement ftsr logistic 
support, supplies, ami services ttiat specifies details, terms, and conditions to implement cross- 
servicing agreements effectively . 

c, iiroce. A document torn the Supplying Party whidi requests reimbursement or 
payment for specific logistic support, supplies, and seroces rendered pursuant to this Agreement 
and any applicable Implementing Arrangements. 

& M^m^mmm^^M^M.^mmm^ Pood, water, billeting, tran^rtation 
(including airlift), petroleum, oils, lubricants, clothing, communication services, medical 
services, ammunition, base operations support (and construction incident to base operations 
support), storage services, use of facilities, training services, spare parts and components, repair 
and maintenance services, calibration services, and port services. This term also includes the 
tampotny use of general purpose vehicles and other notdetha! items of military equipment, 
where such lease or loan is pmriitted under the national laws and illations of the Parties. 

e, Order, A written request, in an agreed upon format and signed by an authorized 
individual, for the provision of specific logistic support, supplies, and services pursuant to this 
Agreement and any applicable Implementing Arrangement.

g. R^lacCTtient-in-fcind , Payment for a transfer conducted under this Agreement in 
which it is agreed that the Re^ivi^g Par^ shall nsplace logistic support, supplies, and services 
that it mmvm with logistic support, supplies, and services of an identical, or substantially 
identical, nature under agreed conditions, 

h. Sullying Party. The Party providing support 

L Transfer . Selling (whether for payment in oitii^cy, repla^OTent-in-kjnd, or exchange 
of supply or services of equal value), leasing, loaning, or otherwise temporarily providing 
logistic support, supplies, and services under the terms of this Agreement 



ARTICLE IV. TEEMS AND CONDITIONS 



1 . Each Party stud! make ils best efforts, insistent with national priorities, to satisfy 
itsp^fesi Ittim the citliar Party under this Agreement for logistic support, sug^li^ and services. 
However, when an Implementing Arrmgemmt contains a strict standard for satisfying such 
requests, the stedard in the fo^tan^^ shall apply.

Implementing Arrangements may be negotiated 
on behalf of the Lebanese Ifiii^iy rflMawby the Minister of National Defense or his 
desi|piee& Elementing Aii^^

4* Prior to submitting a written Older, the Ofdering Party should initially contact the 
Supplying Party* s POG by telephone, fa* or e-mail to a^eerta^ price, and desired 

melhod of inpayment for require materiel or semees* Qrijtes must include all the data elements 
in Amies: A* as welt as any other terms and details necessary to carry out the transfer. 
Instructions and a standard order form are attached at Annex A* The number of this Agreement, 
US-UB^Ol, should be annotated on all CHAfa-t^ 

5. Both Parties shaft maintain records of all transactions. 

6. Hie Receiving Party is responsible for: 

a. AirangingpK^^ TOs 
does not prelude the Supplying Party from assisting with loading supplies acquired under this 
Agreement onto the transports! ton conveyance. 

b. Obtaining any applicable customs clearance and arranging other official actions 
required by national customs regulations. 

7. The individual designated by the Receiving Party to recei ve the logistic support* supplies, 
and services on behalf of the Receiving Party shall sign the standard order form (Annex A) in the 



appropriate block as evMeitee of receipt. If the standard order form is not available at the 
Slaying Party's point of issue* the individual mewvmg the support, supplies, and services shall 
sip the receipt document provided by the Supplying Party as a substitute. The number of this

S. The Sypplyitig Party shall be responsible fbr: 

a. notifying (he Reiving Party when and where logistic mpp®rt f supplies, and 
services a*e available to be picked tip; and

9. Logistic support, si^ies* W Agieemeiit shall not be 

rstiin^^ either t^mpoi^rily or pepnanently* to any entity otter than the Recetvirtg Party 
witho^ consent of the Supplying Party. 

ARTICLE V, REIMBURSEMENT 

1 * For t!^ support, si^pli^, and services under this Agreement, the Parties 

shall agree for payment either by caab (^iiibai^iile lra^aeti0ii ,w ) J or by repl acemcnt-in~kind or 
an ^pid-vahie e&diaiige(both of which are eocehaage ^ The Recaviiig Party ^hall 

pay the Suf^yiiig Party as provided in either patmgimph la, or p^rap^pi lb. of this Article, 

au Rdmbursable Transaction ^ The Supply^ 
Receiving Party afto delivery or performance of the logistic support, supplies, and services 
Berth Parties shall provide for the p®$mm& of all tiaii^tioiM and each Party shall in voice the 
other Party at least once every 3 months for all transactions not previously invoiced, invoices 
shall be accompanied by necessary support documentation and shall be paid within 90 days of the 
date prepared, Papnent shall be made in the cimency of the Supplying Party or as otherwise 
agreed in the Onfer, In pricing a rdmburss^le tmma^m, the Parties apee to the MIowifig 
rerioraeal oricine orincioles: 

{ 1 ) In the case of specific acquisition by the Supplying Party from its contractors 
on behalf of a Receiving Party, the price shall he no (ess favorable than the price charged the 
military forces by the contractor of the Supplying Party for identical items or services, less any 
amounts excluded by Article VI of this Agreement The price charged may take into account 
differentials due to delivery schedules, points of delivery, and other simiJar coiisideiatioiis, 

(2) In the case of transfer from the Supplying Party's own resources, the 
Supplying Party shall charge the same price charged its own military forces for identical logistic 
support, supplies, and services, as of the date delivery or performance occurs, less amounts 



excluded by Article ¥1 of this Agreement. In my case where a price has not been established or 
charges are not made for one's own military forces, the Parties shall agree on a price in advance, 
reflecting reciprocal pricing principles, excluding charges that are precluded under these same 
reciprocal pricing principles, 

b. Exchange Transaction . Exchange transactions may be by replacemenl-in-kind or 
equal-value-exchange, lie Eeceiving Fatty shall pay by transferring to the Supplying Party 
logistic support, supplies, and services that are agreed between the Parties to be identical (or 
substantially identical) or to be of equal monetary value to the logistic support, supplies, and 
services delivered or pat§mmd by the Supplying Party. When Equal Value Exchange is the 
agreed method of payment, prior to the provision of the requested support both Parties wilt agree, 
to the extent possible, on the goods and services that will be accepted for payment. The 
Receiving Party is responsible for arranging return transportation and delivery of the replacement 
logistic support, supplies and services to the location mutually agreed between the Parties at the 
time the order is signed. If the Recmving Party does not complete the exchange within the terms 
of a i^tapemeiit schedule apeed to or in effect at the time of the origin*! transaction, which may 
not exceed one year from the date of the original transaction, the transaction shall be deemed 
iMmb^^ and ^m^mi by ^i^r^ih la above, except that the ptm^bMi b$ establfatel 
using actual or estimated prices in efffect on the date payment would otherwise have hem due* 

Bstablish^^ or ¥alue. The following pricing mechanisms are provided to 

clarify application of the reciprocal pricing principles. The price established for inventory stock 
materiel shall be the Siapftfyitig Part^ stock list pice. The pice for mm /^racui»mdEtt. be 
the same price paid to the contractor or vendor by the Supplying P&rty, The 
imfcred wiU be t^ or, if not applicable, the costs directly 

associated with providing the services. Prices charged shall exclude all taxes and duties which 
the Receiving Party is exempted fort paying under other agreements which the Governmoits of 
the Parties liave ceaicluded. Upon request, the Parties agree to provide information sufficient to 
verify that these have bean Mtowed and that prices do not include 

waived or excluded costs, 

2* When a deinitiw price for the Order is not agreed to it* advsmce, th# Older, pending 
agreement cm final price, shall set forth a maximum liability for the Party ordering the logistic 
support, supplies, and services. The Parties shall thai promptly enter into negotiitfion to 
establish the final prise. 

3* PGCs for payments and collections for each Party arc identified in annexes to this 
Agreement 

4. The pice for logistic support, supplies, and services under this Agreement shall not be 
higher than t^ and services available under any 

other agreement between the Parties or their Governments. 



ARTICLE VI. WAIVE© OR EXCLIJDE0 COSTS 



Imoftr as national laws mid rqplations permit, the Parties shall ensure that any readily 
icteati flabfe duties, taxes, and similar charges am not imposed on aGti^niti^s conducted under this 
Agreement, the Parties shall cooperate to p^irMep^p^ documentation to maximize tax and 
customs relief. The provisions of any applicable tax and mistoins tdi^iigrss^^ 
a|^y umler this Agreement The Parties shall inform eneh other whether the price charged for 
logistic support, supplies, or services includes taxes or ditties, lit determining whether duties, 
taxes and similar dku^ levied, the prtdng prinei|rfea in Article V,, and to particular 

Article V f paragraph 1, c, wBI gpvettt the value of the support, supplies, or ior#c^$ 

provided by the S^lytiig I^ai^ 

ARTICLE VII. SECURITY OF INFORMATION 

It is the intent of the Parties Ihat activities under this Ap^m^rtf and any Implementing 
Arrangements be carried out at the unclassified level. No classified information or material shall 
be provided or generated under this Agreement or any Implementing Arrangements-

IHfORMATION 

1 # Any disagreements re^dkg the iutmptt^m or i^licaticm of this Agreement, any 
Implementing Arrangements* or transactions executed hereunder shall be resolved through 
consultation between the Parties and shall not be referred to any international tribunal or third 
party for settlement. 

2* Either Party may, at any time, request amendment of this Agreement by giving the other 
Party written notice. In the event such a request is made, the Parties shall promptly enter into 
negotiations. This Agreement may be amended only by written affmmM between the Parties 
Replacement of Annexes B thfwgh I, which list POCs, may be done by a Party transmitting the 
i^lacement annex to the other Party through military channels, without formal amendment of 
this Agreement 

ARTICLE IX. EOTRV INTO FORCE AND TERMINATION 

Tliis Agreement^ which consists of a Preamble, Articles MX, and Annexes A thitiugh I r shall be 
provisionally applied from the date of its signature and shal l enter into force on the date that the 
Government of Usbaiion provides written notification through diplomatic channels to the 
Government of the United States of America that it has completed its internal procedures for 
entry into force of this Agreement This Agreement shall remain in force unless terminated by 



the mutual consent of the Parties or by either Party giving not less than 1 80 dap notice in writing 
to the other Party of its intent to terminate. Notwithstanding termination of this Agreement, all 
reimbursement obiipfioos incurred pursuant to its tarns shall remain binding on the responsible 
Party until satisfied.
